The recent re-map of state 
senate districts concocted ; by 
a panel of Illinois Supreme 
Court and Federal judges 
just goes (o show what can 
be accomplished when judi- 
cial temperament and objec- 
tivity are substituted for po :

txpedency. 

Since members of the ju- 
diciary arc above (lie taint 
of politics we can assume 
lhat a lt districts were created 
and boundaries drawn with 
properly balanced represen- 
tation the sole criteria. 

Tlie fact that some dis- 
tricts present weird shapes 
and ptace communities wide- 
ly separated geographically 
as well as economically and 
socially in the same jdist ret 
should not lead anyone to 
suspect that here and there 
political considerations were 
involved. 

■Certainly political consid- 
erations played no part hi 
the creation of the . two 
Lake . County districts which 
put Highland Park and High-, 
woo d in t he same senate dis- 
trict as Hebron. Richmond, 
Harvard and other highly 
urbanized- McHenry County 
areas. l ' 

Official census figures had 
to be the only consideration 
in creating a district like 
this. 

There are those who 
might see in the new align- 
ment a lightly disguised ef- 
fort . to keep former State 
Rep. W; J. Murphy, of Anti- 
och,. on -the' sidelines, since 
it is unlikely that he would 
want to match his^ political 
muscle against State Senator 
Robert E. Coulson, of Wau- 
kegan.. 

If Antioch and Lake Villa 
Townships had been aligned 
with the McHenry County 
townships Murphy would cer- 
tainly have been a strong 
contender.. for tlie. state sen- 
ate.

Highway Use Tax 
Due August 31 

The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice reminds owjiers of 
trucks 'and biises that the 
Federal highway use tax is 
duo on August 31, 1905. 

Revenues collected go into 
a highway trust fund, created 
by Congress, to help finance 
the government's interstate 
highway trust fund, created 
by Congress, to help* finance 
ithc government's ' interstate 
highway building program.

Some Schools Still 
Substandard, Says 
Taxpayers Fed. 

The rising cost of educa- 
tion has become a matter of 
serious concern to students 
of State finance in Illinois, 
according to the Taxpayers 
Federation of Illinois. The 
total expenditure for educa- 
tional purposes in Illinois has 
grpwn-from" 20.7% of a 2.3 
billion dollar budget for the 
70th . biennium (1957-59) to 
an estimated 28% of a 4.4 
billion dollar budget for the 
last biennium (1965-07), the 
largest expenditure for any 
single item in thcbudgel. L. 

Yet the quality of educa- 
tion in many of our Illinois 
school districts is substand- 
ard because the districts are 
too' small or'lack the proper 
curriculum, Maurice W". 
Scott, Executive Secretary of 
thef-Federation -points out.-— 

.There are 56 ' elementary 
districts, in the state operat- 
ing with less than 50 stu- 
dents and 145 with less than 
100. Some 105 high schools 
are operating with less than 
150 students. 

The Federation recom- 
mends that the State, as well 
as the local school districts, 
should conduct continuing 
and , extensive research to 
find ways of increasing tho 
efficiency of school opera- 
tions and of measuring the 
effectiveness of existing edu- 
cational programs. In this 
regard, the Federation ex- 
presses the hope that the 
Governor's Task Force on 
Education will prove of 
value for improving elcmeir* 
tary and secondary schools. 
The Master Plan for Higher 
Education is expected to im- 
prove the operation of Illi- 
nois .colleges and universi- 
ties, .
